8 BALL muſt weigh not leſs than five Ounces and 
a half, nor more than five Ounces and three quarters : 
it cannot be changed during the Game, but by the conſent of 


both Parties. BS | 
THE BAT 
muſt not excced four Inches and one quarter, in the wideſt part, 
THE STUMPS 
muſt be twenty · two Inches out of the Ground, the Bait = 
Inches 1n length. 


THE BOWLING CREASE 
muſt be in a line with the Stumps, three feet in length, with a 
Return Creaſe. 


THE POPPING CREASE 
muſt be three Feet ten Inches from the Wicket, and parallel to it. 


THE WICEETS. 
muſt be oppoſite to each other, at che diſtance of twenty · two 


yards, 


THE PARTY WHICH GOES FROM HOME 
ſhall have the choice of the Innings, and the pitching of the 
- Wickets, which ſhall be pitched within thirty yards of a cen- 
ter fixed by the Adverſaxies. 
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When the Parties meet at a third place, the Bowlers ſhall 
toſs- up for the pitching of the Wickets, and the Choice of go- 
ing in, 1% 

It ſhall not be lawful for either Party during a Match with- 
out the conſent of the ocher, to alter the Ground, by rolling, 
watering, covering, mowing, or beating : this rule is not meant 
to prevent a Striker from beating the ground with his Bat near 
where he ſtands, during the Innings, or to prevent the Bowler 
from filling-up holes, watring his ground, ot uſing Sawduſt, 
&c. when the grouud js wet, 


| THE BOWLER 
ſhall deliver the Ball with one foot behind the Bowling Creaſe, 
and within the retun Creaſe, and ſhall bowl four Balls before 
he changes Wickets, which he ſhall do but once in the ſame 
Innings. 
He may order the Striker, at his Wicket, to ſtand on which 
ſide of it he ple. ſes. 


THE STRIKER IS OUT, 
if the Ball is bowled off, cr the Stump bowled out of the ground, 


Or, if the Ball, from a ſtroke over or under his Bat, or up- 
on his hand, (but not wriſts) is held before it touches the 
ground, alchough it be hugged to the body of the Catcher. 


Or, if in ſtriking, or at any other time while the Ball is in 
play, bo.h his feet are over the Pppping Creaſe and his Wie. 
ket put down, except his Bat is grounded within it. 


Or, if in ſtriking at the Ball he hits dawn his Wicket. 


Or, if under pretence of running a Notch, or otherwiſe, 
either of the Strikers prevent a Ball from being caught, the 
Striker of the Ball is out, 


Or if the Ball is ſtruck up, and he willfully ſt ikes it again, 


Or, if running a Notch the Wicket is ſtruck down by a 
throw, or with the Ball in hand, before his foot, hand, or bat

the opinion of the Umpire at the Bowler's Wicket jhall have 


pitched in a, ſtraight line to the Wicket, and would have hit it. 


If the Players have croſſed each other, he that runs for the 
Wicket which is put down, is out; if they are not croſſed, he 
that has left the Wicket which is put down is out. 


When a Ball is caught, no Notch to be reckoned, 


When a Striker is run out, the Notch they were running for 
is not to be reckoned, 


When the Ball has been in the Bowler's or Wicket-keeper's 


hands, it is conſidered as no longer in Play, and the Strikers 
need not keep within their ground, till the Umpire has called 


Play ; but if the Player goes out of his ground with an intent 
to run before the Ball is delivered, the Bowler may put him out, 


If the Ball is ſtruck up, the Striker may guard his Wicket, 


either with his Bat or his Body. 


In ſingle Wicket Matches, if the Striker moves out of his 
ground to ſtrike at the Ball, he ſhall be allowed no Notch for 
ſuch ſtroke, 


THE WICKET KEEPER 
ſhall Rand at a reaſonable diſtance behind the Wicket, and ſhall 
not move ill the Ball is out of the Bowler's hand, and ſhall not 
by any noiſe incommode the Striker; and if his hands, knees, 
feet, or head, be over or before the Wicket, though the Ball 
hit it, it ſhall not be out, 


THE UMPIRES 
are the ſole judges of fair and unfair play, and all diſputes ſhall 
be determined by chem; each at his own Wicket, But in caſe 
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of a Catch, which the Umpite at the Wicket cannot ſee uk. 


ciently to decide upon, he may apply to the other Umpire,

They ſhall allow two minutes for each man to come in, and 
| fifteen minutes between each Innings: when the Umpire ſhall

| If the Notches of one Player are laid againſt another, the 
bl Bets depend on the firſt Innings, unlcſs otherwiſe ſpecified. 


If the Bets are made upon both Innings, and one party beats 


the other in one Innings, the Notches in the firſt Innings ſhall 
determine the Bet. 


But if the other Party go in a ſecond time, then the Bet maſt 
be determined by the number on the Score.
